We have heard of 
roads which bad been opened and other 
public works which had Qweu done, but 
at present no -one knew ho'w mucU they 
hail coet.^ The proj^er course was to huve 
brun'gut " down the E-timatu lirst 
and tuon tho Hju lo would have been 
able to dtal with this luut.er iutelligeLt- 
Jy. i''or all thoy knew at present there 
might be oooaidiruble revenue available 
for the purpose without toucJiing any of 
the monies meutiuoed iu the Bil . 

Bon., Mr. Walkeiu challenged the 
Speaker to show a rule by which the Bill 
could be ruled out. He a.ssfrtL-d tliat tlio 
Government if Hie Bill win pa.ssed wouUl 
have no more power over the money than 
they had now. 

Mr. liubson in reply to the hon. Attor 
uoy General said that if there was noi 
any clause in tho rules of order ot tins 
House to meet this spojial oa-te, yuttlirir^t 
was a section by wtuch oases uuijrovided 
for were to be tioalt witli according to 
tho rules of the Houso of Cumniuns ol 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and he believed cue of the 
Ministers had admitted this tu be an un- 
provided-for case; the question was 
whether it wa'S contrary to those rules or 
not. It liad nothing to do withaay dia 
cjBsion as to tho use tho Government 
would maku of the money. 

Mr. Speaker said the {joint was sn im- 
portant one. Iu England and at Ottawa 
a barrister learned in I'arliainoutary 
rules and praotioes was retained to aid 
the Speaker in suoh oases, but ho was 
aot so fortunate, and he muat ask for 
time to ounsider the subject. 

Some little diaoussioo took place as to 
what time would be required. Mr. Booth 
thoagbt the disonssion of the Bill might 
prooeed in the meanwhile; but Mr, Mo- 
Ursight objaoted, oq the ground that if 
the Bill was ruled out after all there 
would be so muuh tfma wasted. 

The Hun. Attorney Geueral auggasted 
evening seasiuns, but it was eventually 
settled that the Bouse should adjourn all 
2 o'ojopk on Monday.
